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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . It is hereby acknowledged that the following papers have been received and 
placed on record in the file: Amendment as received on 4-1 1-05. 

3. Claims 1-20 have been examined. 
Status of Claims: 

4. Claims 1 -5, 1 5, 1 8, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Schoenberg et al., Patent #6,322,502, hereinafter Schoenberg. 

5. Claims 6, 7, 16, and 17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schoenberg. 

6. . Claims 8, 11-14, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schoenberg and Schwuttke et al., Patent #6,222,547, hereinafter 
Schwuttke. 

7. Claims 9 and 10 have been canceled by the applicant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
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is unclear what is meant by the "nonrestrictive plurality of available medical parameters" 
through reading the specification. 

Claim Objections 

1 0. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: It is unclear what 
the significance of "areas" is in "said first and second window areas". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. * Claims 1-5, 15, 18, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Schoenberg et al., Patent #6,322,502, hereinafter Schoenberg. 

3. With regard to claim 1 , which teaches a network compatible configurable user 
interface system for displaying sequentially generated patient medical information and 
data together with a time indication for identifying a trend, Schoenberg teaches, in 
column 7, lines 32-43, column 4, line 5, and in figure 2A, a networked system for 
providing medical data in a time indicated form, with user changeable settings. With 
regard to claim 1 , further teaching a display menu generator for generating, Schoenberg 
teaches, in column 7, lines 22-31, a displayed menu bar. With regard to claim 1, further 
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teaching a single customizable menu enabling a user to select parameters for display in 
a first graphical format and in a second tabular format, Schoenberg teaches, in column 
7, lines 22-43, and in figure 2A, a customizable menu for selecting parameters to be 
displayed in tabular and graphical views. With regard to claim 1 , further teaching a 
menu containing a set of medical parameter labels representing a corresponding 
plurality of available medical parameters, Schoenberg teaches, in column 7, lines 36-43, 
and in figure 2A, a menu allowing for selection of medical parameter labels, which 
provide an associated set of medial parameters, where the measured characteristics 
displayed are selectively determined by the user (see column 7, lines 13-22). 
With regard to claim 1 , further teaching a first window for displaying a list of user 
selected ones of said plurality of available medical parameters for display in a general 
format, a second window for displaying a list of user selected one of said plurality of 
available medical parameters for display in a tabular format, Schoenberg teaches, in 
column 7, lines 22-36, the offering to the user of up to four simultaneous displays where 
each of the data sets can be displayed in a variety of formats including graphical, 
tabular, bar chart, and pie chars formats, with or without spilt screen; each capable of 
displaying user selected medical parameters. With regard to claim 1 , further teaching 
parameter selection icons enabling user selection of medical parameter labels from the 
menu and display of said selected medical parameters labels in a selected one of the 
first and second windows, wherein a user is able to configure a user interface image 
display by selecting a first of said medical parameter labels form said menu for display 
exclusively in graphical format and a second of said medical parameter labels for, from 
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said menu for display exclusively in tabular format, and a display generator for 
generating display of the selected parameters, Schoenberg teaches, in column 6, lines 
38-41, the users ability to view medical graphics in exclusively graphic-only, exclusively 
tabular-only, or graphic/tabular display forms; and in column 7, lines 22-43, and in . 
figures 2A and 2B, the display of only graphical data or only tabular data where 
selection of elements is made via icons on a menu bar (Vital, Resp., Hematology, 
Validate), and through selection of a parameter icon, providing the graphical (and/or 
tabular) representation of the selected parameter to be displayed. 

4. With regard to claim 2, which teaches incorporating selected parameters in first 
and second window areas of the customization menu, Schoenberg teaches, in column 
7, lines 36-43, and in figure 2A, selection of an parameter icon provides the graphical 
and tabular representation to be displayed. With regard to claim 2, further teaching the 
display generator displaying parameter data associated with the first window in a 
graphical format and displaying parameter data associated with the second window in a 
tabular format, Schoenberg teaches, in column 6, lines 38-55 and in figure 2A, a display 
of the selected data in a graphical and tabular view. The display of 

5. With regard to claim 3, which teaches the customization menu enabling 
allocation of a plurality of different sets of selected parameters to a corresponding 
plurality of display categories, Schoenberg teaches, in column 7, lines 22-43, and in 
figure 2A and figure 2B, a customizable menu for selecting a plurality of parameters to 
be displayed in tabular and graphical views. 
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6. With regard to claim 4, which teaches the categories include at least two 
associated with medical categories, Schoenberg teaches, in column 7, lines 22-53, and 
in figure 2A, the categories including homodynamic function, neurology, laboratory 
results, and other such medical measurements. 

7. With regard to claim 5, which teaches the customization menu enabling display 
of at least one predetermined list of selected parameters associated with a particular 
display category, Schoenberg teaches, in column 7, lines 36-53, and in figure 2A, a list 
of specific parameters being displayed (DBP, SBP, and CVP) corresponding to VITAL 
SIGNS. 

8. With regard to claim 15, which teaches a network compatible configurable user 
interface system for displaying sequentially generated patient medical information and 
data together with a time indication for identifying a trend, Schoenberg teaches, in 
column 7, lines 32-43, column 4, line 5, and in figure 2A, a networked system for 
providing medical data in a time indicated form, with user changeable settings. With 
regard to claim 15, further teaching a display menu generator for generating, 
Schoenberg teaches, in column 7, lines 22-31, a displayed menu bar. With regard to 
claim 15, further teaching a single customizable menu enabling a user to select 
parameters for display in a first graphical format and in a second tabular format, 
Schoenberg teaches, in column 7, lines 22-43, and in figure 2A, a customizable menu 
for selecting parameters to be displayed in tabular and graphical views. With regard to 
claim 15, further teaching a menu containing a set of medical parameter labels 
representing a corresponding plurality of available medical parameters, Schoenberg 
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teaches, in column 7, lines 36-43, and in figure 2A, a menu allowing for selection of 

medical parameter labels. With regard to claim 1 5, further teaching a first and second 

window areas for displaying user selected parameters for displaying with associated 

parameter data in graphical and tabular format respectfully, Schoenberg teaches, in 

column 7, lines 36-43, and in figure 2A, selection of an parameter icon provides the 

graphical and tabular representation to be displayed. With regard to claim 15, further 

teaching parameter selection icons enabling user selection of medical parameter labels 

from the menu, wherein a user is able to select medical parameter labels for display in 

graphical format exclusively of selection of parameter labels for display in tabular 

format, Schoenberg teaches, in column 6, lines 38-41, the users ability to view medical 

graphics in exclusively graphic-only, exclusively tabular-only, or graphic/tabular display 

forms; and in column 7, lines 22-43, and in figures 2A and 2B, the display of only 

graphical data or only tabular data where selection of elements is made via icons on a 

menu bar (Vital, Resp., Hematology, Validate), and through selection of a parameter 

icon, providing the graphical (and/or tabular) representation of the selected parameter to 

be displayed. With regard to claim 15, further teaching the display generator

displaying parameter data associated with the first window in a graphical format and 
displaying parameter data associated with the second window in a tabular format, 
Schoenberg teaches, in column 6, lines 38-55 and in figure 2A, a display of the selected 
data in a graphical and tabular view. 

9. With regard to claims 18 and 20, which teach user being able to select a third of 
said medical parameter labels from said menu for display in said first window for display 
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in graphical format and said second window for display in tabular format, Schoenberg 
teaches, in column 7, lines 22-36, the offering to the user of up to four simultaneous 
displays where each of the data sets can be displayed in a variety of formats including 
graphical, tabular, bar chart, and pie chars formats, with or without spilt screen; each 
capable of displaying user selected medical parameters, where selection of elements is 
made via icons on a menu bar (Vital, Resp., Hematology, Validate), as is the user 
enabled to select a different medical parameter for display in each of the plurality of 
windows (in this case a graphical one and a tabular one), the user is able to select the 
same medical parameter, in both windows, which is visible in all of the windows of figure 
2B. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

11. Claims 6, 7, 16, and 17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schoenberg. 

12. With regard to claims 6 and 16, which teach the customization menu further 
comprising placement selection icons for re-ordering display of selected parameters, 
Schoenberg teaches, in figure 2A, a menu bar with two icons which both include a plus 
sign but have a line connected to it in opposite directions, It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art, having the teachings of Schoenberg before him at the 
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time the invention was made to realize that most tabular programs have a means of 
reordering entries based on some sort of least to greatest or greatest to least ordering. 
This is further usually done through the selection of such an icon. 

13. With regard to claims 7 and 17, which teach the customization menu further 
comprising category selection icons for re-ordering display of available categories of 
medical parameters for user selection, Schoenberg teaches, in figure 2A, and 2B and 
column 7, lines 22-43, a menu bar with icons providing manipulation of the screen into 
multiple quadrants, where in the quadrants categories are listed in different order this 
menu bar containing two icons with a plus sign encapsulated by a circle with a line 
either above or below the circle ( a symbol known in the art to provide rearrangement of 
items in a list). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, having the 
teachings of Schoenberg before him at the time the invention was made to realize that 
most tabular programs have a means of reordering entries/categories based on some 
sort of least to greatest or greatest to least ordering, using a icon similar to that of 
Schoenberg. This is further usually done through the selection of such an icon. 

14. Claims 8, 11-14, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schoenberg and Schwuttke et al., Patent #6,222,547, hereinafter 
Schwuttke. 

15. With regard to claim 8, Schoenberg teaches, in column 7, lines 32-43, column 4, 
line 5, and in figure 2A, a networked system for providing medical data in a time 
indicated form, with user changeable settings; in column 7, lines 22-31, a displayed 
menu bar; in column 7, lines 22-43, and in figure 2A, a customizable menu for selecting 
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parameters to be displayed in tabular and graphical views; in column 6, lines 38-41, the 
users ability to view medical graphics in graphic-only, tabular-only, or graphic/tabular 
display forms; , in column 7, lines 22-36, the offering to the user of up to four 
simultaneous displays where each of the data sets can be displayed in a variety of 
formats including graphical, tabular, bar chart, and pie chars formats, with or without 
spilt screen; each capable of displaying user selected medical parameters; and in 
column 7, lines 22-43, and in figures 2A and 2B, the display of only graphical data or 
only tabular data where selection of elements is made via icons on a menu bar (Vital, 
Resp., Hematology, Validate), and through selection of a parameter icon, providing the 
graphical (and/or tabular) representation of the selected parameter to be displayed. 
Schoenberg, however, doesn't specifically mention user selection of a set of default 
parameters. Schwuttke teaches a system for displaying medical parameters in both 
graphical and tabular views (see column 12, lines 14-25 and figure 2), but further 
teaches the user selectable default parameter set (see column 10, line 65 through 
column 1 1 , line 9). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, having 
the teachings of Schoenberg and Schwuttke before him at the time the invention was 
made to modify the medical information visualization system of Schoenberg to include 
the setting of default parameters as did Schwuttke. One would have been motivated to 
make such a combination because the setting of defaults provides a good starting point 
for collecting specific information on a machine that can be transferred between very 
different environments. 
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16. With regard to claim 1 1 , which teaches the customization menu enabling user 
definition of a plurality of default parameter sets, Schoenberg teaches, in column 7, 
lines 22-43, and in figure 2A, a customizable menu for selecting parameters to be 
displayed in tabular and graphical views, and Schwuttke further teaches, the user 
selectable default parameter set (see column 1 0, line 65 through column 1 1 , line 9). 

17. With regard to claim 12, which teaches the categories include at least two 
associated with medicaf categories, Schoenberg teaches, in column 7, lines 22-53, and 
in figure 2A, the categories including homodynamic function, neurology, laboratory 
results, and other such medical measurements. 

18. With regard to claim 13, which teaches the customization menu further 
comprising placement selection icons for re-ordering display of selected parameters, 
Schoenberg teaches, in figure 2A, a menu bar with two icons which both include a plus 
sign but have a line connected to it in opposite directions, It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art, having the teachings of Schoenberg before him at the 
time the invention was made to realize that most tabular programs have a means of 
reordering entries based on some sort of least to greatest or greatest to least ordering. 
This is further usually done through the selection of such an icon. 

19. With regard to claim 14, which teaches the customization menu further 
comprising category selection icons for re-ordering display of available categories of 
medical parameters for user selection, Schoenberg teaches, in figure 2A, and 2B and 
column 7, lines 22-43, a menu bar with icons providing manipulation of the screen into 
multiple quadrants, where in the quadrants categories are listed in different order, It 
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would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, having the teachings of 
Schoenberg before him at the time the invention was made to realize that most tabular 
programs have a means of reordering entries/categories based on some sort of least to 
greatest or greatest to least ordering. This is further usually done through the selection 
of such an icon. 

20. With regard to claim 19, which teaches a user being able to select a third of said 
medical parameter labels from said menu for display in said first window for display in 
graphical format and said second window for display in tabular format, Schoenberg 
teaches, in column 7, lines 22-36, the offering to the user of up to four simultaneous 
displays where each of the data sets can be displayed in a variety of formats including 
graphical, tabular, bar chart, and pie chars formats, with or without spilt screen; each 
capable of displaying user selected medical parameters, where selection of elements is 
made via icons on a menu bar (Vital, Resp., Hematology, Validate), as is the user 
enabled to select a different medical parameter for display in each of the plurality of 
windows (in this case a graphical one and a tabular one), the user is able to select the 
same medical parameter, in both windows, which is visible in all of the windows of figure 
2B. 

Response to Arguments 

21 . The arguments filed on 4-1 1 -05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Reasons set forth below. 
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22. The applicants' argue that Schoenberg teaches "a display menu generator for 
generating, a single customization menu enabling user selection of parameters for 
display in a first graphical format and in a second tabular format." 

23. In response, the examiner respectfully submits that Schoenberg teaches, in 
column 6, lines 38-41, the users ability to view medical graphics in graphic-only, tabular- 
only, or graphic/tabular display forms; and in column 7, lines 22-43, and in figures 2A 
and 2B, a menu bar for selecting which elements are to be displayed in the graphical 
and/or tabular representation of the selected parameters. This single menu in figure 2B 
is the one with the screen division icons. 

24. The applicants' argue that Schoenberg teaches "a menu containing a set of 
medical parameter labels." 

25. In response, the examiner respectfully submits that Schoenberg teaches, in 
column 7, lines 28-36, a menu containing a plurality of medical parameters (Vital Signs, 
Respiration, Hematology, and Blood Gases). 

26. The applicants' argue that Schoenberg teaches "parameter selection icons 
enabling user selection of medical parameter labels from the menu." 

27. In response, the examiner respectfully submits that Schoenberg teaches, in 
column 7, lines 28-36, a menu containing a plurality of selectable medical parameters. 
These medical parameters being selectable tabs in the menu display. 

28. The applicants' argue that Schoenberg teaches "a first window for displaying a 
list of user selected ones of said plurality of available medical parameters for display in 
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a general format, a second window for displaying a list of user selected one of said 
plurality of available medical parameters for display in a tabular format". 

29. In response, the examiner respectfully submits that Schoenberg teaches, in 
column 7, lines 22-36, the offering to the user of up to four simultaneous displays where 
each of the data sets can be displayed in a variety of formats including graphical, 
tabular, bar chart, and pie chars formats, with or without spilt screen; each capable of 
displaying user selected medical parameters. 

30. The applicants' argue that Schoenberg teaches "a user being able to configure a 
user interface image display by selecting a first of said medical parameter labels from 
said menu for display exclusively in graphical format and a second of said medical 
parameter labels from said menu for display -exclusively in tabular format." 

31 . In response, the examiner respectfully submits that Schoenberg teaches, in 
column 6, lines 38-41, the users ability to view medical graphics in exclusively graphic- 
only, exclusively tabular-only, or graphic/tabular display forms; and in column 7, lines 
22-43, and in figures 2A and 2B, the display of only graphical data or only tabular data 
where selection of elements is made via icons on a menu bar (Vital, Resp., Hematology, 
Validate), and through selection of a parameter icon, providing the graphical (and/or 
tabular) representation of the selected parameter to be displayed. 

32. The applicants 3 argue the combination of the Schoenberg reference and the 
Schwuttke reference. 

33. In response, the examiner respectfully submits that Schwuttke teaches a system 
for displaying medical parameters in both graphical and tabular views (see column 12, 
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lines 14-25 and figure 2) and further points out the benefit of providing a graphical 
display with the tabular data (see column 3, lines 19-45), and, as pointed out by the 
applicant, relationships between data sets, similar to that of Schoenberg.
